When breakfast was ready the boy wait- 

éfa served the well cooked meal and scorn- 
fully refused the slightest assirtance from 
the amused and delighted housewives. This 
wes their own party! 
After breakfast a big flat bottomed boat 
was ready, with a crew of trained s,arsmen 
waiting to give the babies and their moth- 
ers rides on the river. At noon and again 
in the evening the boys prepared, cooked, 
and served the best kind of meals. All day 
they were ready to do anything to help or 
entertain their guests, and they had plenty 
of time left to play ball, go trackiag 
through the woods, and explore the little 
river.

OR does that tell the story. The 

forty boys live in the neighborhood 
of 1400 Augusta street, on the northwest 
side. Under the leadership of C. B. Spies, 
formerly a student at Northwestern uti- 
Yersity, they formed a troop of Boy 
Scouts. Not far off stood an old aban- 
doned barn. The troop bought the barn 
for a nominal sum and agreed to take it 
down and remove the lumber. All this 
work they did themselves.

Granting a reprieve to one of the five mem- 
bers of the board of education who failed to 
vote for Mrs. Young’s continuance as super- 
intendent of schools and withholding another 
appointment, Mayor Harrison last night 
named three new members. 

Before the announcement was fairly fin- 
ished Ald. Merriam was on his feet demand 
ing a statement as to whether or not the new 
members are in favor of Mra Young. It pre- 
cipitated a sharp debate, with several alder- 
men opposing the declaration of any pledge, 
and the three nominations were confirmed. 


New Members of Board. 
These are the new members: 

JOHN A. MBOTZ, president of the 
Carpenters’ district council, to succeed 
John C. Harding. 

JOHN W. ECKHART, former mem- 
ber of the library board, prominent Dem-

JOSEPH A. HOLPUCH, a graduate 
of the law college of the University of 
Michigan and now engaged in the con- 
tracting business, to succeed J. B, Di- 
belka. 


Ratification. Is Unanimous.

Two Decline Sethness Post. 

The successor to C. O. Sethness has not 
been named. The post has been declined by 
Dr. R. A. White and Seymour Stedman, 

Harry. A. Lipsky for a time at least may 
keep his job, having done a thorough job of 
explaining to the mayor. At the same time 
he has*pledged himself to “ stand or fall with 
the other four,’’ and his position appears to 
be in doubt thereby. In addition to his letter 
of explanation Mr. Harrison received a com- 
munication from Mrs. Young’s secretary, 
who expresses a belief Lipsky inclined to 
favor Mrs. Young and suggests a hearing 
before his “ resignation ”’ is finally accepted.

‘*y voted blank on the first ballot, and for 
the following reason: Shortly before the 
session opened I received information that 
Mrs. Young would not be elected on the first 
ballot. On the second ballot an open vote 
was tobe askedfor. When this came I would 
be the first to be able to announce that I 
changed my vote, and this with such other 
votes as might be influenced by mine would 
make Mrs. Young’s election certain. The 
purpose of getting the information to me of 
all others was that my position on the roll 


by being cast before any one else could vote 
@ contrary one. The rest would take care 
of itself. 

‘‘The results showed that my information 
was correct, and it was only Mrs. Young’s 
withdrawal of her name as a candidate that 
prevented the success of the plan, 

*“y do not know whether or not this in- 
formation will be of value to you at this 
time, but I give it in order that you may not 
feel that I knowingly took any step which 
might have cast the slightest shadow on the 
pledge you made the public to retain the su- 
perintendent in office as long as shs might 
choose to remain there.”

CONDEMN HEAD OF 
JUNIOR REPUBLIC 


State Charities Find William 
R. George Guilty of 
Girls’ Charges. 


New York, Dec. 17.-[Special.]—William R. | 
George, founder of the George Junior Repub- 
lic in Freeville, and a director of the National 
Association of George Junior Republics, was 
condemned today by the state board of chari- 
ties because of his alleged relations with | 
girls in his institution. 

The board reached two important conclu- 
sions as the result of its investigation into 
the affairs of the Junior Republic. It rec- 
ommended first that the girls be removed 
from the republic and that only boys be kept 
there. Secondly, it recommended the elim- 
ination of Mr. George from the management 
of the affairs of the republic. 

The decision of the state board follows a 
long investigation. The inquiry was made 
by a special committee, and its report was ap- 
proved by the full board, of which William 
R. Stewart is president. 


Won Praise for His Work. 

The work which Mr. George has done in 
founding an institution that aimed to im- 
press on wayward boys and girls the im- 
portance of their duties to the state has been 
regarded as almost incalculable. 

He won a place among the foremost of the 
men of great accomplishments in solving 
social problems. He quickly received the 
support of the wealthiest people of the coun- 
try. The decision of the state board of char- 
ities will be a great blow to him. Asa fact, al- 
ready many persons who formerly gave lav- 
ishly to his projects have become alienated 
from him. 

The state board has the authority to re- 
move the girls from the republic, whether 
the trustees of that organization believe Mr. 
George guilty or not. Secondly, they can 
prevent magistrates and other officials from 
sending boys to the institution. The word of 
the state board is almost final in regard to 
the distribution of funds to charitable and 
philanthropic projects. 


“Invisible” Governor of Republic. 

Mr. George is no longer actively connected 
with the Republic in Freeville, but he lives 
right next to it, and as a director in the na- 
tional organization he has an influéncetover 
the place. He is regarded as the “ invisible ”’ 
governor of the Republic. The recommendea- 
tion of the state board was taken to mean 
that he must sever his connection with the 
National association. 

The decision of the state board aroused 
the anger of Emory R. Buckner, attorney for 
Mr. George. He insists that the state board 
has taken snap judgment with the aim of dis- 
counting the judgment of the investigating 
committee composed of directors of the Na- 
tional association of George Junior Repub- 
lics and of the trustees of the Freeville Re- 
public. 

It was said in authoritative sources tonight 
that the state board of charities had received 
copies of all the evidence gathered by the 
special committee of the National Associa- 
tion of George Junior Republics. 


Three Charges Against George. 

Three chief charges were made against 
Mr. George before the special committee con- 
sisting of Justice Seabury, Joseph H. 
Choate, and Lillian D. Wald. 

The first is that Mr. George had improper 
relatfons with a girl named Elsie Whitmore, 
19 years old, when she was a member of the 
eolony in 1907; that he was the father of her 

ild. 
 aaconiis Mr. George was accused of hav- 
ing proposed to a girl named Leah Kiemm 
that she agree to misconduct with a trustee 
of the Freeville institution. 

The third accusation is that he made a med- 
ical examination of Iva Temple, a member 


of the colony, although Mr. George was net 


a doctor.

Harvester Maker’s Bequest 


States He Had Done Enough 
to Charity in Life. 


PATRON OF UNIVERSITY. 


ORVILLE WRIGHT PROMISES 
FOOL-PROOF AERO BY SPRING. 


Aviator in New York Declares Stab- 
ilizer He Is Perfecting Will Con- 
trol Machines Perfectly. 


New York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—Orville 
Wright believes he can turn out a “ fool- 
proof’ aeroplane by next spring. He has 
nearly perfected a stabilizer, which, he says, 
will control the machine better than any 
human hand, and he has been flying with it 
every day for the last four months at Day- 
ton, O. 

*“* Ninety-five per cent of the accidents 
come from stalling,’’ Mr. Wright said today, 
“‘and stalling is more frequent in a high 
powered machine. It is through the use of 
high powered machines that there are so 
many accidents among army aviators. 

“‘IT am flying with a stabilizer nearly every 
day. It works to perfection now, but on 
account of some small electric connections, 
which are liable to corrode, it gets out of 
working order now and then. As soon as we 
have perfected this part of the machine we 
will be ready to offer it to the public.” 


SOUTH PARK BOARD Y/ELDS; 
TRAFFIC ALLOWED IN MIDWAY. 


Problem of Cutting Off Commercial 
Teaming East of Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue Troubles Commissioners, 


Dorchester avenue residents appeared be- 
fore the south park board yesterday in pro- 
test against the closing of Woodlawn ave- 
nue at the Midway to commercial traffic, and 
the board consented to remove theban. The 
problem of cutting off traffic of this sort 
east of Cottage Grove avenue is troubling 
the commissioners, who fear it may necessi- 
tate abandoning the plan for beautifying 
the Midway. The board refused to accede 
to the demands of property owners that any 
street car line in Sixty-seventh street east 
of Stony Island avenue be built on the park 
side of the street, and this program is held 
in suspense, Action on granting a permit 
to the “Chicago Motor Bus company to oper- 
ate on the boulevards was also continued.

jealous of the laurels won by the futurist 
painters, have formed an orchestra with 
which they intend to give a futurist concert 
in the ThéA&tre des Champs Elysées. Their 
orchestra is composed as follews: Six buz- 
gers, six whistlers, two smashers, four burst- 
ers, one screecher, one thunderer, two gurg- 
Jers, ten snorters. The program of the first 
concert will inctude two suites, reproducing 
the sounds of crashes between automobiles 

and aeroplanes,

trary to general expectation, Mr. Deering 
stating in his will he considered he had done 
enough during his lifetime. His death oc- 
curred on Dec. 9 in his winter home at 
Cocoanut Groves, Fla.

The heirs, among whom the fortune will 
be divided in practically equal shares, are: 

Mrs. William Deering, widow; resides 
at Evanston. 

Charles Deering, son by first wife 
(Abby Barbour); resides at 9 West Fifty-sec- 
ond street, New York City. 

James Deering, son by second wife 
(Clara Hamilton) resides at 1430 Lake Shore 
drive, Chicago. 

Charles Deering Jr., son of Charles 
Deering, by first wife; resides in Honolulu. 

Roger Deering, son of Charles Deer- 
ing, invalid resident of Florence, Italy, for 
several years. 

Marion Deering, son of Charles Deer- 
ing, who divides time between Chicago and 
New York. 

Mrs. Richard Ely Danielson (Barbara), 
daughter of Charles Deering; resides 50 
Banks street, Chicago. 

Deering Howe, son of Mrs, Richard F. 
Howe (Abby Deering), who died in 1906, and 
nephew of Charles and James Deering; now 
in eastern school.

Gave $1,000,000 to University. 

The principal beneficiary of William Deer- 
ing during his lifetime was Northwestern 
university of Evanston, the total being 
nearly $1,000,000. This included Fisk hall, 
which Mr. Deering declined to have named 
after himself, and the Garrett Biblical in- 
stitute. Other charities included the Deer- 
ing orphanage at Lake Bluff and the Chi- 
cago Home Mission and Church Extension 
society. 

Mr. Deering was the founder of the Deer- 
ing Harvester company at Plano, Ill, which 
later was moved to the north branch of the 
Chicago river. The company now is a part 
of the International Harvester company. 


Youngest Son Honored in France. 

The eldest son, Charlies, now a resident 
of New York, is connected with the Inter- 
national Harvester company. The younger 
son, James, is known jn France as well as 
in America for his artistic and literary pro- 
pensities. He was decorated with the rib- 
bon of the Legion of Honor by the French 
government. 

Former Judge Charles 8. Cutting, attor- 
ney for the Deering estate, declined to re- 
veal] the contents of the will, saying a state- 
ment would be given out by the heirs when 
the will was filed, probably today. ;

IN SUPREME COURT 
AND COUNTY BOARD 


Tribunal Upholds Lower Court 
Decision Finding Him En- 
titled to Office. 


MEANS DEFEAT FOR HOYNE 


Bartzenites Agree to Submit Com- 
mittee Tangle to Three Law- 
yers as Arbiters.

The state Supreme cotrt yesterday a - 
ed to Alexander A. McCormick a cl legal 
title to his office as pregident and member of 
the county board. 

The decision put a quietus on the Bartzen- 
Hoyne efforts, extending over the last twelve 
months, to unseat the man whom the voters 
elected to succeed Bartzen as head of the 
board of county commissioners. 

This victory of Mr. McCormick was aa- 
nounced in Springfield at the same hour he 
was engineering successfullg a proposition 
to arbitrate the present differences between 
the Bartzen and McCormick-Progressive ele- 
ments jn the board. 

The wrangle over county finances and 
committee appointments wil! be decided by a 
committee of three lawyers. 


Court Is Unanimous. 

The opinion of the Supreme court finding 
Mr. McCormick is legallypentitied to his office 
was delivered by a unanimous bench in the 
quo warranto proceedings pressed by State's 
Attorney Hoyne. It affirms the decision of 
Judge Jesse A. Baldwin in the Circuit court.: 

Mr. Hoyne, for the Bartzenitse, contended 
that Mr. McCormick had not lived within the 
bounds of Cook county for five years contige 
uously preceding his election and therefore 
was cisqualified, under the state constitution, 
from holding the presidency of the county 
board, to which he was elected last Novem- 
ber. 


Attacked Before and After Election, 

During the campaign preceding the 1912 
elections Mr. McCormick was bitterly at- 
tacked by the forces supporting Bartzen, the 
Democratic nominee for the presidency, be. 
cause of the allegation made by “ Battling 
Peter’s’’ backers that Mr. McCormick had 
resided for a time in Indianapolis. After 
Mr. McCormick had been elected and sworn 
in, Thomas J. Johnson, now under indigt- 
ment for alleged election frauds, started 
quo warranto proceedings. 

Hoyne, it is asserted by Mr. McCormick's 
friends, participated in the earlier proceed- 
ings in an official capacity only. Johnsom 
withdrew and the appeal to the Supreme 
court was taken at the initiative of the 
state’s attorney, with the latter's expecta- 
tion, it is asserted, that Cook county will foot 
the bill. 


Substance of the Decision. 

The Supreme court, in substance, held the 
“board of county commissioners of Cook 
county’ is not in the same legal category 
with the “ board of county commissioners ” 
in the small counties not under township 
organization. The opinion in part said: 

“*The board of county commissioners’ 
refers to a more definite conception than” a 
board of county commissioners,’ and the 
quotation marks add to the preciseness of ex-. 
pression and indicate an exact transfer of the 
words from some other place. 


“If the five years’ residence had been in- 


tended to apply to any county commissioner 
the language used would naturally have been 
like that used with reference to the judges, 
and the section would have read, * no person 
shall be eligible to the office of judge of the 
Circult or any inferior court or county com- 
missioner.’ 

“The form of expression was changed, 
however, and the language limited to mem- 
bership in the ‘ board of county commis- 
sioners,’ a definite body having that legal 
name and existing only in counties not under 
township organization. The board of county 
commissioners is a body of three members, 
elected by the whole county, one each year, 
for a three year term under constitutional 
provisions. The board of commissioners of 
Cook county is a body of fifteen members 
whose election is not by the whole county.” 


ARBITERS AGREED UPON. 

The long drawn partisan wrangles of the 
county board are to be settled by a commit- 
tee of the following Chicago lawyers:

its finances, so that when the ballot box stuf- 
fers and thieves are convicted the board can- 
not pay Mr. Northup and his assistants the 
money which they will have so justly 
earned.” 


‘McCormick Makes Proposal. 

The afternoon session, attended by all the 
commissioners, wes opened by President Mc- 
Cormick. reading his proposal for a settle- 
ment of the factiona! fracas. He suggested 
that Bartzen, Burg, and Ragen select a cir- 
cuit judge and that Moriarty, Coonley, and 
Board choose another, the two jurists to 
name a third, this judicial trio finally to de- 
termine the legal aspect of the case "pon 
agreement of both factions. 

Commissioner Maloney presented another 
legal opinion at this juncture. It was enough 
like that given on Monday by the youthful 
Charles Center Case Jr., assistant state’s at- 
torney, to be mistaken for a twin or at least a 
collaboration, although it was forwarded to 
Maloney by W. G. Sanford of Morris, Grundy 
county, Ill, to whom it had been sent by the 
Chicago legal firm of Miller, Starr, Packard 
& Peckham. 

Ostensibly it was originally for use in 
Grundy county, although not so stated. It 
upheld the right of the majority to rule at 
all times, irrespective of any rules adopted. 

The McCormick plan was voted down by 
the old 6 to 8 combination, and after consid- 
erable sparring the state’s attorney gave his 
opinion that the Bartzen majority ruled 
rightfully, and that any lawyer would so 
state. 


“Controversy” Only in Newspapers. 

Hoyne maintained the Tuley law, provid- 
ing for adjudication by three judgea, necessi- 
tated a controversy, which he held was not 
so tn the county board wrangle except in the 
newspapers. He referred the minority com- 
missioners to’ Strawn, Gregory, Richards, 
and Edgar B. Tolman, former corporation 
counsel, for substantiation of his, or young 
Mr. Case's, opinion. 

Mr. McCormick desired Mr. Hoyne to an- 
awer specifically if he would not advise a 
judicial decision on the disputed matters, and 
stated the minority position — 

“ Now,” he said, “ the rules of this board, 
passed unanimously, require a two-thirds 
vote to change. The statute says the board 
is to provide a way for naming the com- 
mittees. I am not familiar with the exact 
language.” 

“ The statute specifically provides that the 
board shall select the committee on finance 
and the committee on public service,’’ de- 
clared Hoyne. 


Refers to “‘Boodle Board.” 

“It says: ‘shall aid and provide for the 
establishment and appointment of com- 
mittees,” " read the clerk. 

Bartzen broke in with an attack on Mc- 
Cormick.

—| SUPREME COURT 
SAVES SUFFRAGE | 


State Tribunal Reverses Own 
Decision in Township High 
School Litigation. 


INVOLVE SAME PRINCIPLE 
Boulevard Link Plan Imperiled 
by Ruling; Gas Control Der 
vice Knocked Out. 


The Illincis Supreme court—reversing its 
own opinion of last Octeber—held the town- 
ship high schocl law to be constitutional— 
and the suffragists breathe easier. 

Thirty-six township high, schools, with all 
bond issues, buildings, and other items, in- 
volving an estimated total of $1,000,000, were 
directely at stake. Indirectly involved, as 
held by the bar and by politicians generally, 
was the woman's suffrage: act of 1913, and 
perhaps fifty other acts now on the statute 
books. All were open to attack upon the 
same basis as was the township high school 
act. 

The justices were divided in the opinion 
which came down yesterday, just before 
court adjourned for the December term. 
Chief Justice Cooke and Justice Dunn dis- 
sented. Justice Vickers wrote the opinion 
of the five majority justices. 


Que:tion of Citing Old Law. 

The constitutional section brought into the 
controversy was section’ 18 of article 4, 
which says: ‘‘ No law shall be revived or 
amended by reference to its title only, but 
the law revived or the section amended shall 
be inserted at length in the new act.’’ 

The woman suffrage act, it has been argued 
on the curbstone, clearly comes within this 
category, and ever since the court in Octo- 
ber held the township high school law to be 
invalid because of this constitutional trou- 
ble the contention has been been that strict 
construction would knock out the suffrage 
act, as well as the bulk of the laws which 
have created state boards and commissions. 
The argument in such instances is that the 
suffrage act is amendatory of the general 
elections law and that these should have 
been set out in full in the bill for the suf- 
frage act, as it was passing through the 
legislature. 


Upholds High School Act. 

The court by its opinion of yesterday now 
repudiates the October decision and holds 
the high school act constitutional. 

The case came to the Supreme court from 
Rock Island county in the matter of the 
East Moline Township High school cre- 
ated under the terms of the high school en- 
actment. 

Thirty-six high schools over the state were 
in precisely the same predicament, and it 
was argued to the court that a million dol- 
lars’ worth of school property would be 
placed in precarious condition if the Octo- 
ber decision were to stand. A rehearing 
Was granted and the position of the court 
was reversed. 


Peoria, lll., Dec. 17,—[Special.]—Mayor F. , 


The epinion of the court holds that the 1911 
act does not purport to repeal, revise, or 
amend any other law, and therefore is not 
required to quote the 1909 act, and both acts 
are held to be in full force. The case is 
remandéd to the Circuit court of Rock Istand 
county with instructions to overrule the de- 
murrer. 


Boulevard Link Act Void. 

The Supreme court delivered an opinion 
declaring void the Chicago ordinance pro- 
viding for the proposed * boulevard link” 
for Michigan avenue. 

Information from the capital was meager 
as to the complete extent of the opinion, 
and with the lack of full information as to 
the scope of the decision men identified with 
the Chicago plan commission and with the 
litigation which has been necessary were 
reticent. 

The report from Springfield was that the 
high court had declared yoid the ordinance 
providing for the widening and improvement 
of Michigan avenue from Randolph street to 
the Chicago river, and for the improvement 
of Pine street to Chicago avenue, on the 
ground that it did not describe all the prop- 
erty which has to be condemned for the im- 
provement of the streets. The decision came 
down in the case of Arthur L. Farwell vs, 
the city of Chicago, on an appeal from the 
County court of Cook eounty.

Samuel T. Warfield, convicted in the Cook 
county Criminal court two years ago on a 
charge of conspiracy by which he defrauded

Council Health Committee 
Unanimous for Anti- 
Fraud Ordinance. 


PROTEST BY E. C. BODE. 


Representative of Chicago Ex- 
aminer Objects to Pro- 
posed Regulation. 


The health committee of the city council 
met yesterday afternoon and indorsed unani- 
mously the proposed ordinance to prohibit 
the printing of fraudulent and deceptive ad- 
vertisements. 

The ordinance covers newspaper and all 
other forms of advertising—hand bills, pla- 
cards, banners, etc.—and was drawn by the 
corporation counsel following & resolution in 
the council declaring for the suppression of 
quack medical * ads.” 

Before the aldermen acted their chairman, 
Dr. W. O. Nance of the Sixth ward, appeared 
at a luncheon of the Chicago Advertising 
association and urged the necessity of the 
ordinance. President James M. Dunlap of 
the association read resolutions which had 
been adopted by a committee urging that the 
ordinance be approved by the council. Bd- 
ward C. Bode, foreign advertising manager of 
the Chicago Examiner, was a speaker at the 
luncheon. He objected to the proposed ordi- 
nance, defended “‘ advertising doctors,”’ and 
at the conclusion of the meeting said: 

“The columns of my paper are open to any 
kind of advertising. Iam going totake any- 
thing that comes along.” 


Form of the Ordinance. 
The proposed ordinance as it stands is as 
follows: 

Be it ordained by the city council of the 
city 6f Chicago: Any person, firm, cor- 
poration, or association, who, with in- 
tent to sell or in any wise dispose of mer- 
chandise, securities, service, or anything | 
offereii, directly or indirectly, by such per- 
gon, firm, corporation, or association to 
the ptiblic for sale or distribution, or with 
intent to increase the consumption there- 
of, or induce the public in any manner to 
enter into any obligation relating thereto, 
or to acquire the title thereto, or any in- 
terest therein, makes, publishes, dis- 
seminates, circulates, or places before the 
public, or causes directly or indirectly to 
be made, published, disseminated, circu- 
lated, or placed befpre the public in this 
city in any newspaper or other publica- 
tion sold or offered for sale upon any pub- 
lie street, sidewalk, or other public place, 
oron any sign upon any street, sidewalk, 
or public ground, or in any hand bill or 
advertisement posted upon any street, 
sidewalk, or public ground, or on any pla- 
card, advertisement, or handbill exhibited 
or carried in any street or public ground, 
or upon any sidewalk, or on any banner or 
sign flying across the street or from any 
house an advertisement of any sort re- 
garding merchandise, securities, service, 
or anything 8o offered to the public which 
advertisement contains assertion, repre~- 
sentation, or statement which is untrue, 
deceptive, or misleading shall be fined 
not less than twenty-five [$26] dollars

«Need for Such a Law. cat 

en President Dunlap at the meeting of 
thé Advertising association, read resolutions 
infdorsing this measure he’ explained that 
the recent publication of a large amount of 
“fraudulent advertising in certain publica- 
tions *’ proved the necessity for such: an 
ordinance. 

R, R. Shuman, chairman of the associa- 
tion’s vigilance committee, was introduced 
and he likewise charged that “so much 
fraudulent advertising was being printed 
that the value of legitimate advertising had 
beer discounted." He introduced Ald. Nance, 
who explained the purpose of the ordinance 
and praised the work of Tam TRIBUNZ in ex- 
posing the medical charlatans. 

“The people are being taken advantage 
of,” Dr. Nance said, “ when they read an 
advertisement in what they consider an 
honest newspaper. . It is to the credit of 
Tue TRIBUNE that it had nerve enough to ex- 
pose the medical _ 


Mr. Bode Praises Quacks. 

When Dr. Nance finished his talk, Mr. Bode 
made a speech, opening with a concemna- 
tion of the reference of the ordinamce to the 
health.committee, charging that it was a 
plan to “slip the ordinance over.” 

The ethical doctora, according to Mr. Bode, 
were responsible for the proposed ordinance, 
because the advertising doctors cut in on 
their business. He praised the quacks at 
considerable length, telling how they had 
given treatment to poor persons free and 
how they hed effected cures which ethical 
doctors had failed to do. Charges of only 
$50 had been made for treatments, according 
to Mr, Bode, for which ethical doctors would 
have charged $150. 

Mr. Bode, in his defense of “ advertising 
doctors,” said he would wager that no newe-

*“ But THe TRIBUNE,” he added, “ lost s0 
much of ite medical advertising because it 
didn’t get results that it turned to drive the 
advertising doctor out of town.” 

Mr. Bode objected to the phrase “ for sery- 
ice "' in the proposed ordinance. President 
Dunlap explained that a person who adver- 
tised certain service and didn’t give it should 
be Hable to punishment as well as the man 
who advertised a $20 coat and sold instead a 
$4 garment. 


Objects to Word “Service.” | 

* Do you object to the ordinance?”’ a merm- 
ber of the club asked Mr. Bode. 

“T object to the word service,” he replied. 
“YT don't think we nced any such ordinance 
and I object to the method in which it is be- 
ing put through the council.” 

Mr. Bode argued that the sort of adver- 
tising printed in the columns of a newspaper 
should be left to the publishers without en- 
acting legislation to cover that subject. None 
of the members of the association indorsed 
his side of the argument. Only one member 
urged delay in the indorsement of the ordi- 
nance. 

At the conclusion of the meeting Mr. Bode 
made this statement:

Law Now in Sixteen States. 

Mr. Shuman, replying to Mr, Bode's speech, 
said the ordinance was the Printer#’ Ink law 
which was in effect in sixteen states and had 
been upheld. 

“Tt is necessary that we start somewhere 
in the elimination of fraudulent and dishon- 
est advertising,” he said. ‘‘ The people will 
lose faith in all advertising if the present 
methods are to continue. The ordinance is 
the one approved by the Associated Advertia- 
ing Clubs of America at the Baltimore con-} 


| vention last July. , 


“You can pick up several of the Chicago 
papers and find page after page of fraudu- 
lent advertising. The publisher of the paper 
shares In that conspiracy to defraud when 
he accepts such advertising and offers it to | 
the public. He usually gete the largest share 
of the profits. The honest advertiser loses 
because the mediums he uses are printing 
untrue advertising. 

“ That is particularly true in the printing of 
medical advertisements. The quack not only 
gets the man’s money but his life, too.” 

President Dunlap said the time had come 
when honest advertising was demanded and 
the only way to nd the mediums of question- 
able adivertisements was to pase laws and 
ordinances providing a penalty for publishing 
such matter.

“No. such letter ever was written by me,” 
he feplied. “It is laughable to think that 
any one with the American Médical associa- 
tion or our journal would write such a letter. 
I never heard of it.”’ 

Will C. Braun, business manager of the 
Journal of eho. M. A., denied he ever had 
heard of such a letter. 

“The story is made out of whole cloth,” 
Mr. Braun said. “All the business corre 
spondence passes through my hands and I 
know that such a letter never was written.

Over the telephone to Kankakee the re- 
porter interviewed L. E. Fenouille, coroner 
of Kankakee county, who said an inquest 
had been held yesterday. 

“What was the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury?” he was asked. 

“The jury returned a verdict that the 
man had died of bronchial pneumonie,” said 
Mr. Fenouille. 

“But wasn’t the man’s jaw broken?” 

“ Yes,” said the coroner, “ the verdict was 
that he died of bronchial pneumonia brought 
on by septic poisoning which was caused by 
a broken jaw.”

POPE SHOCKED BY 
RAMPOLLA DEATH 


Pius X. Says Cardinal Was 
One of atest Men 
Within the Church. 


Body Lies in State in Palace to 
Which He Retired After 
| Service. 


ROME, Dec. 17.—The death of Cardinal 
Rampolla, former papal secretary of state, 
was made known to Pope Pius X. this morn- 
ing. 

Cardinal Merry del Val and Mer. Giovanni 
Bresnan, the pope's private secretary, went 
to see his holiness at an early hour, intend- 
ing to break the news as gently as possible. 
But when the pope heard the name of Car- 
dinal Rampolla, coupled with the word “ in- 
disposition,” he grew pale and begged them 
to tell him the truth without hesitation, as 
anxiety and uncertainty affected him more 
than anything else. The two prelates then 
told him that Rampolla was dead. 

The pope later issued the following state- 
ment: 

“ Cardinal Rampolla was one of the great- 
est men inthe church. He had become even 
greater since he retired from state affairs.” 

His holiness ordered that the highest hon- 
ors should be paid to the deceased cardinal. 


Death Comes Suddenly. 

Yesterday morning Cardinal Rampoulla 
went to St. Peter’s to inspect the work of 
restoration of the choir. Later he felt a 
general indisposition, which developed into 
profound prostration. 

He refused, however, to allow his secre- 
tary to remain with him all night in the lit- 
tle palace behind St. Peter’s where he had 
lived since he left the secretaryship of state, 

The cardinal’s secretary, alarmed at his 
condition, consulted a physican. The lat- 
ter visited the cardinal, but discovered no 
serious symptoms and ordered him to take a 
complete rest. 

Later in the evening the cardinal grew 
worse and had great difficulty in breathing. 
He sent a messenger hurriedly for his sec-

Rebels Cut Off Federals. 

Juarez, Mexico, Dec. 17.—Despite Gen. 
Mercado’s statement at Ojinaga that the 
federals would attempt to recapture Chihua- 
hua, Gen. Benavides, rebel commander at 
Juarez, said today that the rebels were pre-~- 
paring for an active campaign southward. 

‘tt was Gen. Villa’s intention after reach- 
ing Chihuahua to carry the campaign south- 
ward, and that intention has not been aban- 
doned,” Gen. Benavides said. ‘‘ Already 2,000 
rebels are near Ojinaga. If the federals at- 
tempt to march from the border they will 
be attacked.” 


DISCOUNTS VILLA OUTRAGES. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—Consul Letch- 
er has advised the state department that 
many reports of maltreatment of Americans 
in Chihuahua are without foundation. The 
department issued this statement: 

“Consul Letcher reports that many of the 
statements published in the El Paso press 
relative to conduct visited on Americans 
since the entry of the Constitutionalist forces 
into Chihuahua are without foundation, as 
also are reports of discourtesy to him on the 
part of the revolutionist leader."

Consul Handles Fund from 
Old Country to Rent Quar- 
ters for Idle Men. 


NOVELTY IN CHARITY. 


More Good in Sheltering Desti- 
tute than Giving Money, 
* Official Thinks. ° 


The Italian government has established a 
lodging house for poor Italians in Chicago. 
As far as could be -remembered at the vari- 
ous Chicago consulates, this is the first time 
that one nation has eyer established a char- 
itable institution for the poor of its nation- 
ality, in some other nation. 

The Italian Government Lodging house will 
be opened next week. The work of remodel- 
ing a four story brick building at Polk and 
Little streets in which the Italian lodgers 
will be installed is new in progress. The 
Missionary Sisters of the Sacred Heart will 
manage the institution, which will operate 


in connection with the Columbus Extension 
hospital. 


Consul Takes Initiative. 

Giulio Bolognesi, Italian consul in Chicago, 
is the instigator of the new departure in 
international charity. Large numbers of 
Italian workingmen and laborers who are 
out of work in Chicago have been applying 
to the consulate for help for weeks. The 
consul is the distributor of a fund, set aside 
by the government at Rome for charitable 
purposes. 

*" More good can be done by housing these 
people and looking after them,” said the 
consul last night, ‘' than by doling out tem- 
porary relief. At the lodging house we will 
be able to accommodate thirty lodgers a 
night, men, women, and children.”

Chicago, Dec. 17.—-[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—In a morning editorial in THe TRIBUNE I 
am quoted as saying that the commission 
on unemployment would “ be able to offer 
some sort of employment to practically 
every man seeking honest labor.” Further 
the editorial says that such ‘‘ golden prom- 
ises of work are misleading and harmful 
to the city as much as to the unemployed.’’ 

I fully agree with this statement. Nei- 
ther the city nor the commission is in any 
position to do anything of the kind. To 
practically promise work to all or to a ma- 
jority of the unemployed at this time would 
be to raise hopes among the honest unem- 
ployed abeolutely impossible of fulfillment.

I do not knoW what I could have said in 
an unwritten address which fave the Im- 
pression that I entertained any such thought. 
I suppose some unguarded sentence or word 
wae so interpreted. I.beg to say that neither 
I nor any member of the commission en- 
tertains any hope of solving the problem of 
unemployment in Chicago in so complete a 
way. I wish indeed we were sure it could 
be done. The commission is studying the 
problem and has already among other things 
suggested: 

First—That municipal employment be 
given the unemployed so far as it is possible 
without displacing men already at work. 

Second—That a superintendent of unem- 
ployment be employed to work under the 
direction of the city health department to 
find employment for out of work men and 
women with various employers of labor in 
Chicago and vicinity. J 

These propositions were presented to 
Mayor Harrison and with his cordial co- 
operation steps were immediately taken to 
put them into practical operation. The 
health department finance committee and 
city council showed a sympathetic interest 
in any and all methods for relieving the un- 
employed. It is hoped in a few days to be 
able to report the work in practical opera- 
tion. 

The commission sincerely hope that many 
men may have work found them in this way. 
We have no golden dreams of solving the 
Problem of unemployment, but hope it will 
prove a step in the right direction. Other 
cities have tried this successfully. Eng- 
land has been doing; this for twenty-five 
years. First the self-respect of men hon- 
estly wanting work will be preserved by 
giving them work instead of charity. 

Secondly, the opportunity to work so far 
as it can be arranged will differentiate the 
man who wants work from the man who 
does not want to work. The problem of 
vagrancy and the problem of the man will- 
ing to work are different problems and must 
be handled in different ways. If Chicago can 
advertise that she is trying to find work 
for men instead of merely providing charity 
thousands who do not really want work will 
not make their way to our city every win- 
ter for their-share of the doles. 

In the interest of what the commission 
is really trying to do as well as it can under 
the circumstances will you give this com- 
munication a Place in your public spirited 
paper?

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JOHN C. BUCKNER, COLORED 
POLITICAL LEADER, IS DEAD. 


Deputy Revenue Collector and Former 
Member of Legislature Was Native 
of State of Illinois. 


John C. Buckner, colored, who died yester- 
day at the age of 55, was born near Joliet. 
He came to Chicago in youth, an orphan. 
He became the protégé of ‘“‘ Uncle” Dan 
Scott and successively was head party man 
for the Kinsley Catering company and man- 
ager for the Smiley Catering company. He 
was active in the politics of the Second ward 
and served in the Forty-first and Forty-sec- 
ond genera! assemblies, and was alert in de- 
bate and eloquent. He organized the old 
Ninth battalion, I. N. G., colored, the nucleus 
of the present Eighth regiment. 

At the time of the Spring valley riots, when 
the colored miners were threatened by mobs, 
he belted on two revolvers and went to 
Spring Valley. Through his influence and 
determination, peace was established. 

Mr. Buckner was major general of the 
Grand United ‘Order of Oddfellows. He was 
a large subscriber to the Colored Y. M.C. A. 

For fifteen years he has been deputy col- 
lector of internal revenue for the First dis- 
trict of Illinois. 

He leaves two sisters, who reside near 
Joliet. Public services will be held on Sun- 
day at the Seventh Regiment armory.

A LAW AND HUMAN NATURE. 

The child labor law in this and other 
states was intended to give the children of 
these states an opportunity to grow up well, 
But the law, as some would construe it, is, 
in cé@rtain cases, at least, likely to stunt the 
child’s abilities and proper inclinations in- 
stead of furthering them.

NEVER SAY “ NEVER" TO THE 
UNITED STATES. 

“The United States will never,” said 
President Wilson in his Mobile speech, “seek 
to gain one additional foot of territory by 
conquest.” 

“Never” is a big word even for a presi- 
dent to use. “Ought never” would declare 
Mr. Wilson’s principle of national morality; 
“may never” might state his opinion of 
probability, but “ will never” is a frail ipse 
dixit to place in the way of unknown des- 
tiny. 

I? the United States had been guitted by 
such principle, and there was timidity in 
statesmanship that suggested it, the Atlan- 
tic seaboard strip might have contained the 
English speaking nation on this continent, 


barrier, then at the Mississippi, but men to 
whom the word “never” was meaningless 
went through gap aid by water and took 
and used. 

The morality of thelr taking possession 
could not always be defended; their need 
always could be, and the use they made of 
the land never has required defense “ By 
purchase” on the map of the United States 
thinly veils coercion. We purchased Na- 
poleon’s shadowy title to the great Loui- 
siana district, but entered it as invaders of 
the more substantial rights of Spain. An- 
drew Jackson was a military intruder in 
Florida when Spain accepted a certainty 
and called it a choice. Jackson went in to 
hang a couple of white trouble makers 
among the Indians in 1818, and Spain sold 
us the stéte in 1819. 

Administration in Washington with dif- 
culty kept pace with the men who pushed 
the boundaries out. They could not be held 
back, and diplomacy was forced to follow 
them. 

The Mexican war of ’46 was as immoral 
as any aggression we possibly could com- 
mit now. We descended on Mexico like 
buccaneers and took her fertile lands, and 
our compelling purpose was as base as the 
act was immoral. The land was wanted 
for the extension of human slavety. The 
map in the upper corner of this page shows 
what territory the United States acquired 
by conquest in this one instance, 

No one would waste time now in attempt- 
ing to justify these aggressions. There is 
no need of doing so. The results defend 
their cause. A lower civilization was sup- 
planted by a higher one. 

Do Mr. Wilson and Mr. Bryan regret that 
we have grown by conquest in the past? If 
so, do they wish to return California and 
Texas to Mexico? Do they even wish to 
return the Panama strip, which was taken 
only eight years ago? 

If Mr. Wilson’s “never” were mere 
prophecy it would be émpty. Inasmuch as 
he cannot weigh the pressure in advance, he 
cannot predict the act. Asa declaration of 
policy it is futile. He cannot govern the 
requirements nor control the conscience, 
He cannot even be certain of his own ad- 
ministration. If the United States sent its 
soldiers into Mexico its settlers might fol- 
low, and the people of the United States 
might not consent, having paid the price, to 
@urrender the purchase. 

The American pioneer hag been a man 
with a rifle, and Mr. Wilson does not know 
whether his work is done or not. The presi- 
dential “ never” was a piece of opportun- 
ism, justified, possibly, to allay Latin-Amer- 
ican distrust. If it had been qualified, it 
might have been the expression of the senti- 
ment of a nation that is not vulturelike in 
readiness, to drop on the defenseless. ) It is

INDIRECT CONTACT DISEASES. 
HERE are communicable diseases 
where the element of contact does 
‘not appear to be a factor, There is 
contact, but it is not the ordinary con- 
tact. Therefore they are contagious. 

Malaria is a good illustration. Nobody 
eatches malaria from a patient. having ma- 
laria by direct contact with the patient. 
Everybody who catches malaria catehes it 
from some malarial patient, but the contact 
is indirect. | 

The sick person comes in contact with the 
right sort of a mosquito, and then the infect- 
ed mosquito comes in oputact, with the right 
sort of a person, 

The rule is to keep the patient isolated— 
not from people, but from mosquitoes. ‘This 
applies to the people whose blood contains 
enough germs to produce fever. It also ap- 
plies to the infected people whose blood con- 
tains too few germs to cause a fever. 

In yellow fever the same conditions pre 
vail and the same rule oer 


Then there is a iii, of diseases of which 
we have certain suspicions, though we have 
but few facts. Infantile paralysis is one of 
these. There isa deal of evidence that 
biting flies spread this disease, but ao oné 
would say that it is proved, that it is the ouly 
method by which it is spread. Though it be 
not certain that flies carry it from the sick 
to the well, it is certain that the well get it 
from the infected, whether well or sicz 

Therefore, the rule is to isuiate al of those 
who are sick with the disease or who have 
been in contact with the si:& and to keep it 
up for several weeks aftor the case bas been 
terminated. When we get more information 
we may exact less. 

Typhus fever may be spread by lice. Cer- 
tainly it is spread indirectly or directly by 

ose who have, or recently have had, the

The essential point is that the teaching of 
the more accurate observation of recent 
years is that the way to handle contagion is 
“3 — those who are capable of spread- 
ng it.

Chicago, Dec. 11.—[(To the Friend of 
the People.}—In view of the pure food laws 
am I safe in believing that imported olive 
oil in bottles and cans labeled “ pure olive 
oil” is free from adulterants such as cot- 
tonseed oil, etc.? A friend claims that all 
such articles are tested chemically by the 
government and any kind of adulteration 
would be discovered. Jd. F. M. 

Before the passage of the food and drugs act 
imported olive oi] was quite frequently adul- 
terated with cottonseed oil, sesame oil, peanut 
oll, etc., but at the present time, although numer- 
ous samples are examined at the various ports, 
under the pure food law, adulteration is exceed- 
ingly rare. Every invoice of olive oil from foreign 
countries passes through the hands of the food 
officials and, although samples are not always 
examined, a stfficient number are submitted to 
chemical analysis to protect the interests of the 
consumer.

“The real trouble is that this so-called 
*hysteria’ hurts. It keeps party pledges; it 
does not take from labor the bread it earns; 
it makes protection built wealth pay income 
tax. It elects senators direct from the peo- 
ple. They call it hysterical! because it means 
‘we can have no more senators from the New 
York Central railroad, no more senators from 
the Southern Express company, no more 
senators from the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, no more senators 
from the Standard Oil trust.

“They call it hysteria because it prevents 
the classes from exploiting the masses and 

brings the government back to the. people.

Kind Shows Estimate 
by States. 


The first crop report dealing with winter 
wheat acreage was issued by the Washing- 
ton crop authorities yesterday. The area 
sown is estimated to be the largest on record. 

The total acreage is placed at 36,506,000 
acres, compared to the revised acreage & 
year ago of 33,618,000 acres, an increase of 
2,888,000 acres, or 8.6 per cent. The condi- 
tion of the growing crop was placed at 97.2, 
or four points higher than a year ago. 

The crop indicated on this acreage would 
be about 669,000,000 bushels if the entire 
acreage were harvested. The final crop fig- 
ures of 1913, issued on Monday, showed a 
crop of 523,000,000 bushels. There is certain 
to be some loss, however, from winter killing 
and the acreage harvested is never anywhere 
near as large as that sown. 

This year it is claimed that much winter 
wheat was sown in the southwest for the pur- 
pose of fall pasturage.

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ROADS CITE B BRITISH WAGES 


Bulletin Compares Pay of Rail- 
way Men Here and Abroad. 


BIG: DIFFERENCE 


NOTED 


Seale in England Has Wider Range 
for Same Kinds of Work. 


In protest against the further demands of 
railroad employés for higher wage scales the 
bureau of railway news and statistics, direct- 
ed by Slason Thompson, calis attention to the 
enormously high wages the men now receive 
in comparison with those received by English 
employés. The bulletin also remarked that 
in the United Kingdom the roads are allowed 
to meet wage advances by higher freight and 
passenger tariffs. 


Four Schedules Compared. 
Here is a comparison of the schedules for 
the four chief classes of employés: 


-———Great Britain—— WU. 8s. 
Minimum, Maximum. Aver. 


There are two reasons for the wide di- 


vergence between maxima and minima in 
Great Britain. Length of service and differ- 
ent living conditions are taken into consider- 
ation. Engineers working in London receive 
considerably higher pay than those in the 
rural districts. 


Other Allowances Small. 
Allowances other than money, such as uni- 


forms furnished, lodgings paid for, annual 
holidays and the like, amount to an average 


of only a few cents a week at the most, and 


are negligible. 

The ten hour day seems to be considered 
standard, says the article. Overtime, as a 
rule, is paid as time and a quarter, rarely as 
time and a half. 


Officials of many of the railroads operating east 
of the Missiasippi river and north of the Ohio, in- 
cluding eastern trunk lines and Central Freight 
association territory, will meet in New York tomor 
row. They will be accompanied by legal edvisera, 
who ~tll discuss with them the questian of increas 
ing the time limit for filing loss and damage claimea.

Within five days Joe Tinker hopes to know 
something definite about his own where- 
abouts in baseball. The recent Red manager 
yesterday received a letter from President 
Ebbets of the Brooklyn club suggesting a 
meeting to discuss the terms of a contract 
and Tinker has decided to meet the Dodger 
magnate as requested. If the contract of- 
fered proves satisfactory, Tinker says, he 
will sign it, but not until he is sure of get- 
ting that $10,000 bonus about which he has 
read so much. 3 

This Ebbets letter is the only official in- 
formation Tinker has received concerning 

the sale of his services by Cincinnati to 
Brooklyn. Nothing has been heard from 
Cincinnati, and until his conference with 
Ebbets the crack shortstop will remain as 
much in the dark asever. Where the confer- 
ence is to take place Tinker declined to say. 
Ebbets Offers Good Terms. 

“Mr. Ebbets wrote that he felt sure they 
eduld offer terms that would prove satisfac- 
tory to me,” said Tinker, “and suggested 
that I meet him and Manager Robinson to 
talk things over. The letter also said he was 
delighted with the deal by which the Brook- 
lyn club had obtained my services and that 
he was confident the agreement would hold. 
I expect to meet them within four or five 
Gays, and if the offer sounds as good as the 
letter listens I shall feel obliged to accept it. 

** Where we are to meet I would rather not 
say, nor anything about my idea of satisfac- 
tory terms, except that I don’t believe any- 
thing less than a three year contract will 
appeal to me. Also J shall want to be shown 


evidence of good faith regarding that $10.000. 


bonus which I am supposed to get. If Iam 
offered a three year contract at the right sal- 
ary and a certified check for the $10,000 is put 
down in front of me, what else can I do but 
sign the contract? 

Would Prefer Berth Here. 

“TI still am free to say I want to play in 
Chicago and would hold out for the chance 
to play here, other things being equal. But 
I don’t see how I can make more by playing 
for Chicago next year than I can in Brook- 
lyn with that bonus. Besides, there is no 
certainty the Chicago club can make any 
deal for me. ae 

“I don’t believe IT can be expected to turn 
Gown a certainty for an uncertainty, and the 

Brooklyn offer is the only tangible thing in sight 
for me. I can’t talk to Mr. Murphy according 
to baseball law, and have heard nothing from 
Cincinnati, so it looks as if it was up to me to listen 
te Brooklyn. 

“Unless the terms are satisfactory, however, 
and I know where that bonus is coming from there 
will be nothing doing. I am in position to fix things 
80 nobody can get a cent or a bat bag for me, so I 
fall to see why I should fildget.”’ 

From the foregoing it is apparent the whole 
matter hinges on that $10,000 bonus. With that 

mn top of a juicy salary Tinker believes Brooklyn 
will be his best chance to provide for the future, 
when his baseball days are over, and apparently 
intends to accept the chance. Without aervrance 
of getting the said bonus Tinker hardly will listen 
to the rulers of the Dodgers, and to what source 
Tinker must look for the $10,000 is a puzzle.

The Brooklyn club certainly will not pay Cin- 
¢innati $25,000 and then give Tinker $10,000 ad-

ported to the Brooklyn club ready for duty. That 
means next spring. If the Cincinnati directors re- 
fuse to ratify Garry Herrmann’s deal with Ebbets, 
Garry will be powerless to compel Treasurer

Aldermen Favor Closing of 
Saloon Enterprises Which 
Feed Unemployed Army. 


OWNERS LIKE ORDINANCE 


Only Two Managers of Bars Want 
Institution Continued; An- 
other Hearing. 


The last call for the free lunch counter was 
heard yesterday at thecity hall. Those op- 
posed to the elimination of that institution 
im Chicago's saloons were given two weeks 
to register their protests. Unless they pre- 
gent a case strong enough to offset the many 
arguments against the lunch arrangement 
#% will be wiped out by an ordinance. 

The council committee on health re-re- 
ferred the subject to the law department 
with a request an ordinance be drafted along 
the lines of the Ohio law, which is more 
gweeping than the ordinance presented to 
the committee for consideration a week ago. 
Tt not only forbids the giving away of food in 
saloons, but would forbid subterfuges used 
te evade that prohibition. 


Plan Public Hearing. 

When the new measure is ready the com- 
mittee will hold a public hearing to give to 
the oppostion another opportunity to pre- 
gent its arguments. Out of eighty or more 
galoonkeepers who appeared only two asked 
the lunch counters be continued. 

“ apparently,” said Chairman Willis O. 
Wance at the close of the meeting, “‘ the 
sentiment is one sided. The saloonkeepers 
themselves, as well as the reformers, want 
the lunches abolished by law; but in order 
to give every one a chance to present argu- 
mente we will hold another meeting two 
weeks from today. If no strongef case is pre- 
sented against the ordinance than was shown 
today it probably will be recommended for 
passage.” 

Saloonkeepers Against Lunch. 

“Wipe out the lunch counter,” said W. A. 
McCarthy, a saloonkeeper, “and you will 
cease bringing in undesirable citizens. Wipe 
out the lunch counter and you wil get rid of 
50,000 ‘bo-jacks’ who come to Chicago every 
winter because they can live here without 
working. They say, ‘ We can bum a nickel 
for a drink and get a lunch with it and sleep 
at the muncipal lodging house,’ and so they 
come to Chicago.”

| With only a fortnight before Jan. 1, when 
the new state public utilities law goes into 
effect, allowing the creation of a commis- 
sion to control the activities of all public 
service companies, none of the large com- 
panies is showing the slightest alarm. 

**Let Gov. Dunne name his commission,”’ 
said the head of one of the big companies. 
“Let his commission try to issue an order. 
Then see what happens. We shall not pay 
the slightest attention to any order it may 
give.”’ 

The insouciance of the companies is due 
to the belief that the appointments the gov- 
ernor may make will not be legal without the 
confirmation of the Illinois senate. There 
is no indication of a special session. 


Governor Not So Certain. 

Realization of this has come to Gov. Dunne 
and others of his administration. Foratime 
the executive believed he could consider the 
places on the commission as ‘ vacancies "’ 
and fill them without the senate’s approval. 
This belief is less firm than it was. 

An official of the Commonwealth Edison 
company, which has been forced by the sfate 
to pay a $50,000 corporation tax for absorb- 
ing the Cosmopolitan Electric company, as- 
serts his company will not oppose the com- 
mission. 


Will Comply with Orders. 

“Tt is our policy,’’ he said, ‘‘ to try tdimeet 
the just demands of the public legally ex- 
pressed. I think we would meet the commis- 
sion’'s reasonable demands without thereby 
recognizing its power to enforce them. I 
do not look forward to any suit. What the 
smaller companies may dod I can’t say. 

“ But there is a serious side to the situa- 
tion for us. We may want tc issue bonds. 
Now this law states that no issue shall be 
recognized unless approved by the commis- 
sion. If the commission refuses to approve 
we can’t séll our bonds. If it does approve— 
we still can’t sell them, for the public will 
demand proof that this is a legal commission. 
Without that proof the investor will not pur- 
chase. 

“So in such an emergency I think I can 
promise a friendly suit to protect our inter- 
ests. Personally I cannot see how thé com- 
mission can claim legality.’’

Valuable Downtown Tracts Deeded by 
Mrs. Grace Otis Sage to Husband, 
Who Seeks Partition of Interests, 


Transfer of an important interest in the 
large estate of F. R. Otis became known yes- 
terday. Mrs. Grace Otis Sage, who has again 
filed suit for a partition of the valuable 
property at the northwest corner of State 
street and Jackson boulevard, and at Jack- 
gon boulevard and Dearborn street, has also 
conveyed to her husband, WilMam G. Sage, 
her interest In the rest of the estate. 

The other pieces include the property at 
405-11 South Wabash avenue, just south of 
Van Buren street, valued by the board of re- 
view at $200,839; the southwest corner of Fed- 
eral and Harrison streets, valued at $195,000, 
and property at Twenty-second street and 
Michigan avenue.

PARTY MUST .RATIFY PLAN 


Forty-five aldermen refused last night to 


_“ gurrender "’ their “ right ’’ to ask that their 


relatives, friends, and constituents be placed 
on the pay rolls of the public service corpora- 
tions. 

Their strength was sufficient to defeat Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam’s motion for an addition 
to the rules of the city council which would 
prohibit its members from soliciting em- 
ployment for themselves or other persons 


After this defeat the Seventh ward rep- 
resentative’s twin proposition forbidding al- 
dermen from requesting or accepting passes 
or discriminatory or preferential rates from 
railroads was passed without a roll call by 
general consent. It is admitted this form of 
perquisite will be ended on Jan. 1 when the 
state public utilities law goes into effect. 

Roll Call on Job Law. 

The roll call on a motion to table the “ anti- 

job seeking ”’ rule follows: 


Merriam Attacks “Right.” 
Merriam asked the council three weeks ago 
to create a new rule covering both subjects. 
His resolution was sent to the judiciary com- 
mittee and emerged minus the employment 
provision. When Chairman Donahoe moved 


form. 
‘* Aldermen whose duty it is to fix the price 


' and regulate the service of gas, electric light- 


ing, telephone and street railway compan!es,”’ 

he said, *‘ ought not to be put in the position 
of seeking favors from those companies on 
the same day. 

“The appointment of employés tn this fieid 
by aldermen is a survival of the spoils sys- 
tem, and it has all the evil effects of the spoils 
system elsewhere. It enables the alderman 
to strengthen his political machine. It is 
detrimental to the best service by the compa- 
nies. And it is a serious menace to the proper 
regulation of corporations rendering pubiie 
service.” 


Many Plead Charity. 

Among the aldermen who answered him 
were Chairman Block of the local transpor- 
tation committee, Chairman Sitts of the com- 
mittee on gas. oil, and electric light; Chair- 
man Janovsky of the track elevation com- 
mittee, Chairman Richert of the finance com- 
mittee, and Ald. S. S. Walkowiak, John 
Coughlin, and Jacob A. Hey. Their arguments 
were that scores of/men in need of employ- 
ment came to them and that they were not 
influenced in handling public service corpora- 
tion questions by the fact they had sent these 
men to the corporation for employment. 
They said these acts constituted charity. 
which placed them under no obligations to 
the companies. 

Ald. E. F. Cullerton made the motion to 
table Merriam’s motion. He first moved 
both this motion and the committee report 
be tabled, but on receiving a suggestion from 
some source he had gone too far, he withdrew 
his first proposition and moved to table only 
the “‘ anti-job ” provision. 


Mayor Plans New Department. 

Mayor Harrison sent to the council an ordi- 
nance creating a department of utilities to be 
supervised by the city controller, the ‘city 
electrician, and a commissioner of public 
utilities to be appointed by the mayor. 
Under this department would come Trac- 
tion Expert Buckley and his investigators, 
Gas Inspector Wilcox and his assistants, Tel- 
ephone Supervisor Peck and his staff, and the 
proposed bureau of complaints on electric 
lighting. 

No “Coup” by Flynn. 

The rivalry between City Treasurer Flynn 
and City Controller Traeger over the juris- 
diction over city funds was not the subject of 
any attempted “‘coup”’ by Flynn, as the 
mayor had feared, and the slight attention it 
received was subordinated in interest to 
Ald. Merriam’'s questions concerning the low 
rates of interest offered for city funds by the 
ninety-three banks bidding to become city 
depositaries in 1914. 


Sixty-four Banks Offer 244 Per Cent. 

‘The bids, consisting of offers ranging from 
2% per cent offered by sixty-four banks, in- 
cluding the large ones, for approximately 
$27,000,000 in deposits, to one offer of 2% per 
cent for a deposit of $25,000, were up for 
approval by the council. 

Merriam asked why higher interest could 
not be obtained when a large part of the 
funds are of the “ permanent ” type, which 
could be held in the same banks for long 
periods. These consist of trust funds, in- 
cluding part of the traction funds, special 
assessment funds, and somre of the pehcot 
funds. 

“The average daily balance,” he said, 
“ has been over $14,000,000, not including the

UNANIMOUS IN ACTION TAKEN 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 17.—[Special,.]— 
The Republican national wommittee today 
voted in favor of a reform of the rules by 
which the number of delegates from the 
southern states to the national convention 
will be reduced from 33 to 16 per cent of the 
convention's total. The number of delegates 
will be reduced from 1,078, as in 1912, to 993. 

Several of the northern states will lost @ 
few of their delegates. Among them are 
Illinois, whose representation will be two 
and New York, Which will lose four 
votes. 


Party Must Indorse Plan. 

The action of the committee was taken 
with a unanimous vote. It must be indorsed 
by states entitied to cast a majority vote in 
the electoral college before it becomes a 
party law. 

In order that such action shall be taken as 
promptly as possible the committee ap- 
pointed a subcommi.tee of three, consisting 
of Charlies B, Warren of Michigan; Senator 
Borah of Indaho, and Gov. Hatfield of West 
Virginia to prepare an address to the states 
urging immediate ratification of the pro- 
posal. 

This address will be drawn up shortly after 
the Christmas holidays and leading mete 
bers of the cominittee expressed the hope to- 
night that it would be met by early action. 

Approval by the states will insure a call 
from the national committee for a nation-! 
convention of 1916,

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Question of Chadioks 
Stirs Women Deans. 


RE college students able to behave them- 

selves jiroperly at social functions with- 

out the supervision of chaperons? Miss 

Anna Klingenhausen, dean of women at 

the University of lowa, says “ yes,” and 

Mrs. Edward Collins of the Pan-Hellenic con- 

ference says ‘no,’ so the conference of deans 

and advisers af women in state universities at 

the Hotel La Salle split on the question yester- 

Those who advocate greater freedom of 

college students are opposed by an equal num- 
ber of deans Who advocate stricter rules. 

Mrs. Collins presented a set of uniform house 
rules which she believes ought to be adopted at 
every state university. The rules in part con- 
tain the following provisions: 

‘Every sorority chapter house shall be man- 
uged by a house committee, two members of 
which shall always be the house chaperon and a 
mature local alumna. 

“The house! committee shall regulate all so- 
cial engagements, house entertaining, calling at 
the house, etc. They shall make the house rules 
specify the hours for study, hours for quiet, hour 
for men callers, and hours for closing of doors 
at Night. They shall further specify nights for 
entertuining, preferably no midweek parties of 
any kind. And they shall Limit the social en- 
gagements of freshmen. 

“The chaperon shall enforce house rules and 
house decorum. have authority in matters of so- 
¢ial engagements, sit at the head of the table, 
and receive the respect and deference her posi- 
tion demands. 

“No part of a chapter house shall be thrown 
open for the entertainment of men without ade- 
quate chaperonuge.” 

The question aroused debate, and decision 
upon the subject was deferred until a later ses- 
sion. Miss Klingenhausen had this to say in 
defending her position: 

‘] think the idea of most people with regard 
ot chaperons in our universities is deplorable. 
There is no need of a chaperon at a formal 
dance or at any other social affair. The idea 
that college people perform giddy romances and 
foolhardy elopements has nothing te do with the 
chaperon and should not be traced to the lax- 
¢haperon system where it is in 
vogue. If a student has some kind of giddy ro- 
mance in his head nothing, not a hundred 
chaperons, can stop him or her,”

Says India Will Demand Home Rule. 


India will be the next possession to ask 
home rule trom England, according to Ba- 
santa Koomas Roy of Calcutta, India, in his 
address before the men’s league of the Sun- 
day Evening ¢lub at the City club last night. 
His subject was “The Awakening of India.’ 
He said the younger generation in the far 
east is not content with the conditions that 
prevail under the rule of the British. He 
pointed to the heavy tax levied by the Eng- 
lish, and the heavy drain it had been on the 
resources of India. The poverty and heavy 
loss of life from famine and want in India 
for many years have been due entirely, the 
speaker said, to the spolitation of the Eng- 
lish system of ruling. Mr. Roy, who was 
graduated from the University of Wisconsin 
last year, said one of the best indications of 
the awakening in India was the large number 
of Hindu boys being sent to American uni- 
versities.

CTIVI work on the Pullman Free School 
of Marual Training is to begin immedi- 
ately. The school is to be erected On a 
forty acre. tract of land heretofore pur- 
chased by the board. It is located on the 
north side of One Hundred and Hleventh street, 
directly across from Palmer park, and only a 
short distance west of thé Pullman car works. 
The endowment for the construction and op- 
eration of the school was provided in the will of 
George M. Pullman, founder of tNe Pullman 
company, whose dream it was to afford to the 
younger generations oppor-uncty for educating 
theinselves in the various trades. After 
death the board of trustees in charge of the fund 
felt that the amount left was not sufiicient to 
both construct: and operate the school on the 
standard which it was felt Mr. Pullman would 
have approved, The original fund was inv ested 
and has now grown in-amount to warrant con- 
struction of the buildings which, they say. will 
form the nucleus of a magnificent institution. 
Some time ago Prof. Laenas G. Weld of the 
University of lowa Was sélected as principal of 
the school. He has been investigating every vo- 
cational school ef any note in this country and 
Europe to secure the most practical and ad- 
vanced ideas to be incorporated in the Pullman 
school. 
As indicated by the name, the school will be 
free to the children of the workers in the Pull- 
man shops or the residents of that community.

Dr. Montessori has not made answer to this 
invitation, in person, but the committee of the 
Montessori Educational association, which is in 
eharge of her present tour, has wired from 
New York’ that Dr. Montessori will at least 
make a call at Hull house if she does not stop 
there.

When bolling add 
one cup milk, salt to taste, a dash of paprika, 
a pinch nutmeg, and the chicken. Bring to a 
boil and cook for five minutes and add the 
beaten yolks of two eggs and one-fourth cup 
butter. Add a few drops of lemon juice at the 
last. 


Corn Ditad anil Biscuits. 


“TI will send you several] recipes. If they 
are worth anything you may publish. De- 
licious corn bread: Two eggs well beaten, a 
pinch of salt, a tablespoon of sugar, one ta- 
blespoon of butter, one teaspoon of soda dis- 
solved in a tablespoon of boiling water, one 
cup of sour milk, and add enough cornmeal 
and flour to make a thick batter. Allow one- 
third as much flour as cornmeal, using yellow 
cornmeal. Bake in a loaf for forty-five min- 
utes, Baking powder biscuits: Two even 
teacups of flour, two teaspoons of baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, two not too héap- 
ing tablespoons of lard. Stir all these to- 
gether until the lard is thoroughly mixed; 
then add about a cup of milk or water, just 
enough to make a thick dry dough. Cut 
out with a biscuit cutter and bake twenty 
minutes tin a hot oven. Every one thinks my 
corn bread and biscuits fine. If you think 
them worth anything I'll ‘come again’ and 
give the menu for a regular southern dinner 
of-green string beans and just what goes 
with them. Mrs. W. J.'S,”

HIS is the time of the year when the 
girl candymaker, or let us call her by 
the more dignified name of girl confec- 
tioner, tries to stretch her Christmas 
money.

Business Continues at Same 
Rate, but, Fears of Slump 
Are Fading. 


ALL SHIP YARDS BUSY. 


Many Cars Will Be Ordered by 
Railroads, Early In- 
quiries Show. 


New, York, Dec. 17.—[Special.]—The. Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 
“Some of the steel ‘ihiedanten have in- 
dicated more definitely in the last week their 
position as to prices and contracts. While 
not willing to sell for the first half of 1914 
at the lowest prices recently named they 
have offered to make contracts at figures 
close to 1.20c for plates, bara, and shapes, 
covering specified needs for the first quarter 
of the year. 
“ Though new business is at t substantially 
the rate of the last two weeks, makers are 
less inclined to believe that serious or pro- 
longed depression is ahead. They are eager 
to get orders for early rolling, but are 
showing more firmness than buyers ap- 
parently expected, in declining to duplicate 
the low contract prices of two years ago. 


Quiet Year End Expected. 

“Operations at mills are likely to drop off 
further in the last ten days of the ‘year. 
A number of steel works blast furnaces will 
be banked to prevent accumulations of pig 
iron while steel production is cut down. In 
some cases mills will stop at the end of this 
week and remain idle until after Jan. 1. 


** While their rail contracts wait the railroads 
are making up some fair requisitions in track 
supplies, inquiries for spikes alone being about 
50,000 kegs. Inquiries: are reported for 20,000 
cars that are thought likely to be ordered in 
the next few weeks. The Union Pacific is in 
the market for 5,000 freight cars.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—[Special.}—AN the 

world and his wife are said to be short of New 
Haven, and at least many of the circumstances 
favor the supposition that thig state of affairs may 
be approximately true. New Haven has been the 
obvious short sale for months, and the passing of 
the dividend under the most sensational circum- 
stances has advertised the fact widely. 
It is not surprising that the attractions of a posi- 
tion on the short side should have begun to appeal 
to people other than the merely professional ele- 
ment. The manager of the ordinary commission 
house professes amazement at the eagerness which 
the outside has shown “to get in on the big fall 
in New Haven.” 

Everybody knows that New Haven stock wi) 
have to go down fora long time yet before forced 
liquidation is completed. Apparently it occurs to 
few people that this idea may become dangerous- 
ly prevalent. Real liquidation may not yet be over 
by any means, but it is always possible that the 
making of short contracts may run ahead of the 
genuine selling at any time. The action of the 
stock shows that something of the kind happened 
this week.

There is no definite proof af a considerable les- 
sening of the size of the short interest in New Ha- 
ven in a simple reduction of the premium daily 
paid for borrowing purposes, although it is fair to 
presume that the necessity of paying this charge 
would tend to discourage speculation in that direc- 
tion. Active competition by the borrower of the 
stock has been offset to some extent by competi- 
tion on the part of the man who has stuck to loan on 
attractive terms. teas 

An increase in the supply of loanable stock would 
lower the premium charged in the loan market 


through a canceling of short contracts or through 
actual liquidation. It is not usual for the in- 
vestor to bother particularily about loaning his 
stock in the street, but a premium of three-eighths 
of 1 per cent as prevailed in the case of New Ha- 
ven last Monday is worth taking advantage of. 
That charge means an income of $87.50 per day to 
the holder who cared to loan 100 shares, which is at 
the rate of 135 per cent per annum. 

It would be unreasonable to suppose that the 
possibility of obtaining such terms would not 
bring stock out of many old nooks and corners. 
Moreover, the lender of stock in keeping the short 
interest alive performs the patriotic service of 
providing an excellént market for those unfortunate 
stockholders who are forced to gell.

The excellent market which hag prevailed for 
New Haven and the other high grade investments 
has been the subject of constant remark since the 
passing of the New Haven dividend. The value 
of a short interest in a liquidating market has 
again been demonstrated in a most striking man- 
ner, | Few persons care to think of what might 
have happened to their stock without the constant 
demand from a continually active short account, 
The presence of this speculation for the deciine 
in this group has made it difficult to guess even 
the approximate extent of the ‘“‘ New England 
liquidation." Some believe it will be proved later 
that this selling has been much less than has been 
estimated, Ample warning was given of the plight 
of the New Haven road. 

As far as the larger holders are concerned, it ts 
unlikely that they would care to sell of a liqui- 
dating market. It fs much easier to believe that 
months ago these persons took the precaution to 
sell short some of the active speculative stocks
